Last  year  a  new  exemption  system   was  inaugurated 
by  Mr.  Davis  and  it  proved  to  be  such  a  potent  factor  in 
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sustaininjT  a  good  attendance  in  school  dnring  the  year  that 
it  was  decided  to  renew  the  plan  this  term.  If  any  stu- 
dent is  not  absent  from  school  or  tardy  (with  absolutely 
no  exceptions)  during  the  semester,  and  has  a  term  aver- 
age of  S.")  per  cent  in  any  one  subject,  he  is  not  required  to 
take  the  examination  in  that  subject,  each  subject  being 
treated  independently  of  the  other.  'J'hus  if  a  student  is 
absent  for  only  one  half  day  in  the  semester,  he  is  still 
eligible  for  exemption  in  the  subjects  which  he  carries  in 
the  other  half  day.  which  he  was  not  absent.  The  old 
exemption  rule,  on  an  average  of  !••">  per  cent,  regardless  of 
absences,  still  holds  good.

Our  Prospects. 

Monday,  September  11,  began  the  football  training 
season  and  between  fifteen  and  twenty  reported  for  prac- 
tice. The  school  authorities  having  compelled  the  stu- 
dents to  remain  away  from  school  for  three  half  days,  dur- 
ing fair  week  only  three  nights'  work  was  accomplished 
by  the  squad.  But  the  week  following,  steady  work  was 
begun  and  ,  under  the  good  guidance  of  Mr.  Davis,  aided 
by  Messrs.  Schrock  and  Wiseman,  the  men  are  being 
rounded  into  excellent  condition  for  the  scrimmage  which 
will  follow. 

The  material  which  has  manifested  itself  so  far  is 
good,  though  nearly  all  the  men  are  inexperienced.  How- 
ever, with  the  proper  training,  a  championship  team  can 
be  shaped  from  new  men  as  well  as  old,  providing  the  ma- 
terial is  good.  However,  fifteen  are  not  sufficient  from 
which  to  pick  a  team.  There  must  be  scrimmage.  In 
order  to  have  a  scrimmage  there  must  be  tw.o  full  teams. 
When   the   scrimmage   starts,   then   is   the  time    that    the 
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coach  or  trainer  can  see  the  ability  of  the  phiycrs  and  the 
places  they  are  best  fitted  for.  Here  is  where  there  is  the 
necessity  of  the  SI  WASH  team.  The  Sivvash  team  is  a 
most  important  factor  in  the  turning  out  of  a  champion- 
ship team.  The  \  ahte  of  tlie  second  team  should  not  be 
underestimated  by  any  one.  They  report  at  each  prac 
tice  to  do  their  part  in  improving  ev^ery  man  on  the  var- 
sity and  seldom  get  over-credit  for  their   work. 

The  game  itself  has  been  changed  somewhat  from 
last  year.  The  intermission  between  first  and  second  and 
third  and  fourth  perids  ha\e  been  shortened  so  that  there  is 
merely  enough  time  to  transfer  the  ball  from  its  last  posi- 
tion to  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  put  for  the  next  quarter. 

A  greater  change  than  this  is  in  the  forward  pass. 
Formerly,  if  a  pass  was  incomplete  the  figuring  team  was 
penalized  from  the  spot  where  the  pass  was  made,  which 
was  generally  several  yards  back  of  the  line  of  scrim- 
mage. The  new  rule  asserts  that  the  distance  be  measu«"; 
ed  from  the  point  of  the  preceding  down,  instead  of  the 
point  where  the  ball  passed.  This  will  lessen  the  penalty 
about  six  or  seven  yards.

When  Sam  graduated  from  Wabash  this  spring  he  was 
ofTered  a  position  at  Cuher  Military  Academy  as  director 
of  athletics  and  instructor  of  mathematics,  which  he  ac- 
cepted and  is  now  filling.  The  best  wishes  of  his  many 
(ioshen  admirers  go  with  him  in  his  new  field  of  work,  in 
which  success  is  assured.

Brains    and    Speed    of    More    Importance    Than    Weight,    in 
Modern  Game,  says  Assistant  Coach  Shrock. 

The  ])rospects  for  a  winning  football  team  this  year 
are  very  promising,  owing  to  the  generous  response  tc^  the 
call  for  volunteers.

determination  to  fight  to  the' finish. 

This  year's  material  shows  ti'.e  prt);)er  spirit,  in  the 
fact  that  with  few  exceptions  every  man  takes  it  vpnn 
himself  to  help  build  u])  the  team  and  tries  to  do  liis  dr.iy. 

The  candidates  for  center,  which  is  one  oi  the  hardest 
positions  to  play.  are  Carlisle  Whitehead,  Carl 
Whemeyer,  Rollin  Kelly.  and  Edgar  IJeatty,  all 
of  whom  have  been  exhibiting  nerve  and  put- 
ting forth  a  good  effort.  For  guard  positions,  we  have 
Eaton,  Hudson,  Perkins,  Hansen  and  Harter,  all  of  whom 
are  fighting  desperately  for  the  coveted  positions.  The 
man  who  wins  out,  will  get  there  by  his  own  unaided 
efforts  and  'be  far  superior  to  anyone  else  for  that  place. 

I'or  the  tackle  positions,  a  place  that  requires  the  man 
with  a  shrewd  mind,  a  great  nerve  and  lots  of  action,  we 
have  Simpson.  Harter.  Xaylor  and  Long  all  of  whom  arc 
pushing  each  other  for  the  place  and  making  it  possible 
this  year  to  present  a  remarkable  line  up.  should  any  ac- 
cident occur  during  the  course  of  any  game. 

For  the  end  positions,  we  have  Luther  Blough.  \\''alter 
Ricketts.  luigene  Stutz.  and  Rollin  Kelly.  The  man  who 
])lays  end  this  year  wil  have  to  become  ecpial  to  any  of  the 
half-backs  in  speed  and  rescoursefuUness  as  the  open  style 
of  football  gives  scores  of  chances  for  workin'4'  him  in 
plays. 

For    the    position  of  half-backs,  another  hard  position  to
